1 ſhall mention but one let more *of 
the Diſguiſe an unquiet Spirit chooſes to make 
Uſe of, and that is of a publick ſpirited Perſon, 
and a zealous Patriot, Liberty and Property, 
reforming Abuſes, and redreſſing Grievances, 
is the Cry given out to blind the deluded 
Multitude ; but here the Vizor is too thin to 
conceal the Monſter ; while Pride, and: Am- 
bition, affected Popularity, and cunningly in- 
gratiating with the Vulgar, manifeſtly diſco- 
ver, that though Publick be the Word, pri- 
vate Intereſt is the only Thing deſigned and 
aimed at. When a Man deſcends to the low 
and mean Methods of artful Slander; or bitter 
Invective, tis a ſhrewd Suſpioion, rather a cer- 
tain Sign, that he is ſet on by private Malice 
and perſonal Reſentment, tho he may vain- 
ly hope to colour them over with the ſpecious 
Pretences of publick Good. A Licenſe to abuſe 
and calumniate, no Man can claim as his Right; 
and the Man who is acted with a true diſinte- 
reſted Publick-ſpiritedneſs will diſdain and 
diſcountenance all ſuch vile Methods which 
tend only. to Anarchy and. Confuſion. His 
ſteady 
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ſteady Virtue will never ſuffer him to encou- 
rage or join himſelf with thoſe, whole licentions 
Tongues, or whoſe venal Pens are employ'd 


in the low and unmanly Work of Defamation 
and Abuſe ; who deſpiſe Dominion, ſpeak E- 
vil of Dignities, invent and propagate ground- 
leſs and extravagant Fears and Jealouſies, 
which can have no other Effect than the rai- 
ſing in the Minds of the People Difcontents 
and Heart · burnings; and at laſt breaking out 
into open Riots and Tumults. And a little 
Wiſdom will teach every Man, that this is not 
the Way to leſſen or cure, but to haſten and 
increaſe the Miſeries of a Nation. To mix 
our private Revenge and Malice, and our per- 
ſonal Reſentments and particular Diſcontents, 
with the publick Concernments; and to endea- 
vour to gratiſy our own Paſſions at the Hazard 
the like Practices, it is eaſily ſeen, cannot a- 
riſe from any Foundation of Honour or Love 
to our Country: No, thefe good and gene- 
rous Principles will lead the true Patriot to 
more prudent Methods; wilt direct him to uſe 
his utmoſt Attempts to quell the ungovern'd. 
Tempers of the provoked Maltitude, and to 
ou the Torrent of — and; Fury ; 
and 
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and as far as lies in his Sphere, to diſcourage 

and reſtrain thoſe, who by ſoothing, humour< 
ing, and flattering their Paſſions, heat the 
People into Madnefs, till Sedition is heighten'd 
into Freaſon, and Riot ripens into open Re- 
n. 


Theſe: are the prineipal Difguiſes under 
which a factious and turbulent Spirit hopes to 
conceal is ſelf; which 1 have endeavour d to 
unmatk and expoſe, that honeſt Minds may 
not be impoſed” upon by ſpecious: Pretenbes, 
ner led away by the Slight of wicked Men, 
and —_— Craftinefs, VO they lie in 
And now. the” Application I” ſhall make of 
this Subject; ſhalb be to direct you to make a 
Reflection upon the' Excellency: of tho Chriſti- 
am Inſtitution, which: preſevibes ſich an excel - 
leat: Nule to promote the Happineſs of: Man- 
kind; and tiven to preſꝭ and exhort you-topur- 
ſus your own Happineſs: by Mransof this hea+ 
venly; Virtue, This Wiſdom" whieb" is from 
above, whichis finfk pure, thewpeleenble.

Men. For, are Peace and Quiet, Union and 
Concord, not only great Bleſſings in themſelves, 
but alſo the Foundation of many other valuable 
Bleſſings ? where are they more plainly taught, 
more frequ ently inculcated, more powerfully 
recommended, than in the Precepts of our Sa- 
viour and his Apoſtles ? I cannot illuſtrate 


this better, than in the following Paſſages of 


a judicious Preacher, treating of this Subject. 
The Chriſtian Religion is the greateſt pro- 
moter and Preſerver of Peace that ever was; 
and hath caſt a greater Blemiſh upon Dif- 
cord and Diſlenſion, Strife ' and Variance; 
than any other Religion ever did. The Birth 
of Chriſt was uſher d in with that celeſtial 
Hymn, Glory to God in the Higheſt, and in 
Earth Peace, 'Good-will towards Men, 
Luke ii. 14. And when he left the World, 
he bequeathed this as his laſt Legacy to his 
Diſciples, Peace I leave with you, my Peace 
1 give unto you, John xiv. 27. This was 
the Buſineſs of the Prince of Peace, and te 
this End he came into the World, to teach 


us by his powerful Example, as well as by 
his Precepts, the higheſt Degrees of mutual 
1 Love and 0 Peace and Harmony:
